LEAVE OF ABSENCE

Homesteaders who wiah to take
advantage of the law permitting ab-
#ence from clalms should be sure to
réad the following notlice issued from
the Alliance land office under date
of April 28, 1912, While the letter
contains a form of notice to be used,

pressly given that no person will be
permitted to gain or exercise any
right whatever under any settlement
or oocupation begun after withdrawal
of the land from seltlement. and en-
try and prior to June 10, 1813, all
such settlement and occupation be-
ing forbidden. Intending settlers are
also warned to ascertaln the status
of the surveyed lands and to get all
information avallable as to unsurvey-
ed lands by Inguiry at the local land
office before making settlement
thereon. Persons holding valld sub.
sisting settlement rights, initiated pri
or to withdrawal of the land, and
who have maintained thelr settle-
ment on the lands, will be allowed
preference rights to make entry of
the lands settled upon In accordance
with existing law and regulations.
These lands contain no power possi-
bilitles and are mot subject to pre-
ference right of selection by the
State under the m*t uf August 18,
